his purchase, and if his means are lim- 
ited he will naturally be tempted to 
venture on a cheap line with probably 
aasatisfattory results. A solution of 
these difficulties, which has been ap- 
plied with «xe«JteBt results at Brad- 
ford. England, u the purchase of good, 
reliable motors, and offering them for 
hire by the owners of the electricity 
supply undertakings, who, in this in- 
stance, are the municipality itself. Ac- 
cording to figures prepared by Alfred 
H. GibbJngs. the city electrlca? engin- 
eer of Bradford, they have found there 
that a rental charge of 10 per cent 
upon the initial cost of each moto.- was 
amply sufficeat to yield acceptable re- 
turns, ths charge being made up of 3 
per cent for interest, 3 per cent for 
sinking {and, and 4 per cent for de- 
preciation and contingent expenses. 


The Bradford corporation inaugu- 


rated ttelr scheme of hiring — in which, 
by the way .arc lamps also arc. included 
on similar terms — in November, 1836, 
and cp ts CfCtc^er of. this year haa Sup- 
plied ninety-«ight motors to consum- 
ers. The increase in electricity sup- 
plied for motive power In 1896, with 
only two months of the hire system in, 
force, over that supplied in 1895, was 
a little over 19,000 Board of Trade 
units; in 1897 the increased sale pver 
1896 was 52,000 units, and for 1898 
the increase over 1897 will probably 
be nearly 63,000 units, representing a 
more than 50 per cent increase. These 
figures show very strikingly to what 
extent the facilities offered by the 
Bradford corporation are appreciated. 


Hitherto the supply has been con- 


fined to small-power uses, such as for 
cranes, hoists, fans, pumptng and sim- 
ilar purposes. More recently, how- 
everr applications for motor =er^ice 
hare come from a large spinning and 
weaving firm, several foundries where 
blowers are to be driven, a sawmill re- 
quiring abcttt twenty horse-power, and 
aa engineering' shop requiring about 
fifty horse-power, all of which indi- 
cates growing and; gratifying 
eonfi 


fience IB electric power.

SWAM IN Sf>!TE OF HANDCUFFS 


Who J*mp*t Orarba***. 


From the New Tork Times: 
The 


Ward line sterner Seneca, which ar- 
rived here yesterday from South Cu- 
ban ports, brought with her W. H. 
Seymour, eu&lueer'a > CD^-on of the re- 
frigerator ship Glacier, who waa res- 
cued from drowning after ha had 
thrown himself from the thip Into the 
sea near Cape Cruz. 
Seymour came 


aboard the Seneca at Santiago In charge 
of Surgeon Burns, U. S. N., of the 
cruiser Cincinnati and an attendant. 
He waa mentally deranged, and wa« 
bound for St. Elizabeth's hospital for 
the insane at Washington. While the 
Seneca was on her way to Manzanillo 
on Nov. 22 Seymour became unruly 
and was placed In iron*. 
On Nov. 23 


the Seneca left Manzanlllo for deniu- 
egos, and Seymour was allowed to 
have the liberty of the main deck aft, 
«• tlikt lie might get a lutlo fresh air 
and exercise. 
Handcuffs were still 


Icent on his wrists i^ order to pr^v^nt 
him from making any violent demon- 
strations, At 10:30 o'clock the stew- 
ard apeared upon the bridge and in- 
formed First Officer Reed whose watch. 
it was, that a passenger was overboard. 
The ship was at once stopped and 
hacked up to where Seymour, who is 
a large, powerful man, was seen swim- 
ming, handcuffed as he was, toward 
the shore which was between three 
and four miles distant A starboard 
boat was lowered away with all speed. 
First Officer Reed took command of 
the boat, and it was manned by Fred 
Hansen, George Thompson, Christo- 
pher Knudsen and Louis Larsen, sea- 
men. 
The boat made at once for Sey- 


mour, and he was dragged from the 
water and taken hack to the ship. 
When the maniac was overtaken he 
was still swimming on his back, hut 
he made no resistance. 
From the 


time the steward made his report to 
the moment Seymour again stood on 
the deck only fifteen minutes elapsed. 
It was probably one of the speediest 
rescues on record. Second Officer Par- 
ker was in his bunk when the alarm 
was given. He was sent for to relieve 
the first officer, but the rescue was so 
speedy that it was all over before h« 
had reached the bridge. When Sey- 
mour was asked ithy he had jumped 
overboard he said: 
"I thought I'd 


take a bath. That was the only way I 
could get home."

TOBACCO AND REVENUE TAX. 
How Don the Jabber Stake Op the EX- 


IT* Tax on th* Weed. 


The retails tobacconist who sails you 


your package of smoking can't tell you 
just how the jobber or manufacturer 
makes up for the extra revenue Uncle 
Sam has placed en each package for 
•war expenses. No apparent change la 
noticeable ia the size of the bags or 
boxes of. the standard articles. In tha 
best-known goods retailers and job- 
bers -were generally sufficiently well 
supplied with stocks, stamped before 
the war tax became effective, to carry 
them along for months. Now the war- 
taxed products are coming in. 
The 


packages all seern to be of the same 
size and shape and as familiar in ap- 
pearance as of yore. But if you ex- 
amine closely you will find that the 
tobacco is packed in more loosely and 
consequently there is not so much of 
it as you got for the same price six 
months ago. Of course the manufac- 
turers had to moke up the extra reve- 
nue, 
and that's the way they do it, 


recognizing that it would be unwise 
to change tie stze, shape or general i 
appearance of goods that hold a ' 
standard position in the market.

"Studying the physiology of 
the 


toad," says La Nature, "Professor Si- 
mon Henry Gage combats the current 
opinion that tins creature hibernates 
under leaves or tree-trunks. It is 
often found in such a 'refuge, but only 
when it has come out of its hole at the 
opening of spring and has been caught 
by the return of- cold weather. Ordi- 
narily it hibernates in the earth, pref- 
erably in dry soil not apt to freeze. 
It buries itself backward, its hind feet 
and the end of its body serving to 
scoop out its hole, while it pushes it- 
self in with its forelegs. Once buried it 
leaves no trace whatever of its hiding- 
place. When it is in a temperature 
near the freezing point its own tem- 
perature Is three-fourths to one 
and one fourth degrees higher than 
that of the surrounding medium. When 
toads are found under frozen leaves, 
they are still able to move about. Mr. 
Gage has seen these creatures with 
feet and skin absolutely frozen solid, 
but with internal organs in good con- 
dition, and able to come to life per- 
fectly." 


Tmpot Lamp Pot. 


There seems to be no limit to the 


capabilities of the automatic penny- 
in-the-slot machine. 
The utility of 


this system of supplying small articles 
direct to the public has grown wonder- 
fully of late years, and there has re- 
cently been erected In Leicester 
square, London, 
an. automatic lamp 


post, which provides hot water, hot 
coffee and hot cocoa delivered in li- 
quid form, and also beef tea in glob- 
ules, chocolate, cigarettes, etc. 
One 


of these lamp posts is shown in ac- 
companying picture. 


The way In which the water is heat- 


ed by the gas burners at the top qf 
the lamp Is extremely ingenious. The 
water to be heated, curious to say, is 
not at the top of the lamp post, but 
at the bottom, and the heat of the gas 
flame does not directly touch it at 
all. 
There is a tank inside the lamp 


pedestal holding forty or fifty gallons 
of water. 
A very small quantity of 


water is carried over the lamp flame 
and is there converted into superheat- 
ed steam and this steam is taken

Heavy Western Porkers. 


There fvus 
received at the Union 


stockyards at Cincinnati, O., a hog 
•which weighed 890 pounds. 
It was 


in a crate and Vias shipped to the firm 
by boat on the Ohio river from Ken- 
tucky. A well-known buyer purchas- 
ed the mammoth curiosity, and after 
giving it two meals, repacked it and 
shipped it to one of his customers at 
Dayton, O. 
The hog was exhibited 


there before being slaughtered. This 
is the largest hog ever sold in the Cin- 
cinnati market, with one exception. 
About two weeks ago there was re- 
ceived at the yards a hog weighing S20 
pounds, or thirty pounds more than 
the Kentucky production. 
This one 


came from Indiana, and was the larg- 
est ever seen by many of the old pork 
dealers.

It has been 
estimated that in the past three cen- 
tories over 10,000,000 human beings 
have periehed in the floods of the Yel- 
low river. The last dreadful inunda- 
tion on this destructive river occurred 
in 1S87 whca over 1,500 populous vil- 
lages and over 2.000,000 lives were 
destroyed.

and nearly 
197 feet 
long, -which 


is to be one of the attractions 
at the Paris exhibition, in 1900. This 
enormous instrument will be too 
heavy and unwieldy to be mount- 
ed on a pier. Instead it will lie in a 
horizontal position, and the light of 
the heavenly bodies will be reflected 
into it by means of an immense mirror. 
It is expected that a magnifying power 
of 10,000 diameters will be used occa- 
sionally with this telescope. It is to be 
fitted for photographic purposes as well 
as for mere gazing. 


The Growth of Man. 


Observations regarding the growth 


of man have determined the following 
interesting facts: The most rapid 
growth takes place immediately after 
birth, the growth of an infant during 
the first year-^ of its existence being 
about 8 inches. The ratio of increase 
gradually lessens until the age of three 
is reached, at which, time the size at- 
tained is half that which the child is 
to become when full grown. After five 
years th? succeeding increase is very 
regular till the sixteenth year, being 
at the rate, for the average man, of 2 
inches a year. 
Beyond sixteen the 


growth is feeble, being for the follow- 
ing tvo years about 3-5ths of an inch 
a year; while from eighteen to twenty 
the increase in height is seldom over 
1 inch. At the age of twenty-five the 
growth ceases, except ^in a few rare 
cases.

Importations of manufactures from 


Great Britain into the United States 
aeem likely to show an unusually small 
total in the year 1898. - TJie November 
statement of exports from Great Brit- 
ain to the United States, -which lias 
•fast reached -Hie treasury bureau of 
sta-tisftcs, shows in nearly every case 
tha-t the exportation of manufactures 
in the 11 months ended November 30 
were less than it the corresponding 
tatmtlis of earlier years. Imports of 
manufactures in the early part of the 
year 1897 were abnormally great, and 
a comparison of the 11 months of 1898 
with tie corresponding months of 1897 
would jn taany eases be mislesding. 
A comparison, however, with the corre- 
sponding months of 1696 andlS93 shows 
in nearly all cases smaller Imports in 
1B98 than to either of the earlier years. 
Th* imports of the 11 months of 1896 
were the smallest with a single excep- 
tion since 1890. and those of 1893 were 
less than in the three j ears -which pre- 
ceded it. In nearly ail classes of m&z 
factored articles the figures of the 11 
months of 1893 show a reduction as 
compared with 1896 and 1S93, and 
yery large reduction as comparer 
with 1S9T. In jute manufactures the 
imports of the 11 months of 1638 were 
05.287.300 yards, against 143,984,300 in 
the corresponding months of 1897; in 
woolen yarns the drop was from 55,000 
pounds in 1897 to 0,900 in 1S9S; 
in 


worsted varn, from 074,300 pounds in 
11 months of 1897 to 192,900 to 102,000 
In 1S93; in woolen tissues, from 3.046.- 
100 yards in 11 months of 1897 to 1.47S.- 
300 in II months of 1S9S, and in worsted 
tissues, from 40,667.700 yards in 11 
months of 18S7 to 12,706.400 in 
the 


corresponding months of l£98.

GREAT ICE WONDER. 


Contrivance for Skimming Over Frozen 


Water—A New York Inventor Is 


Responsible for It. 


This winter is not to be allowed to 


pass without the usual addition to the 
collection ot wonderful machines that 
are intended to make use of the slip- 
pery surface of a frozen lake or river in 
order to enable a rider to attain rail- 
road speed in locomotion, writes Ar- 
thur Leslie in Xew York Press. The 
.only difference between this machine 
and those that inventive brains have 


panying illustration, which Is drawn 
by our artist from a pencil diagram 
submitted by Mr. Lenz. 


The sketch shows the machine as it 


will be seen on Central Park lake. New 
York, where Mr. Lenz will give a trial 
exhibition of the working of the in- 
vention as soon as it is completed. The 
new contrivance Is built almost on the 
lines of an ordinary sextette. The dif- 


chine steers by turning the tront 
wheel. The tires of the new contriv- 
ance for traveling on Ice are made of 
solid rubber, and are provided with 
spikes at regular intervals. 
As the 


machine is propelled forward i>y means 
of the pedals, these spiked wheels will 
grip firmly the surface of the ice. acd, 
when the runners have attained head- 
way, thty win serve to steady and act 
as a brake nn a machine that might 
otherwise travel, with so much motive 
power as eight ridera provide, at a dac- 
gerously fast pace. 


There have been ice bicycles before, 


but a machine to travel on ice that will 
accommodate eight riders at one time, 
and which combines wheel propulsioa 
and the gliding movement of steel run- 
ners in the manner provided by the 
invention of this Lenz machine, is the 
crowning novelty of them all. 
Mr. 


Lenz proposes at the trial exhibition 
to have the eight seats of the machine 
occupied by a bevy of girl riders. He 
rightly judges that they will enhance 
the attractions of the occasion. 
He 


states that he will carefully train tlw 
girls beforehand, so' as to prevent the 
possibility of any accident occurring to 
mar the success of the trial. After a 
careful .study of tha accompanying Il- 
lustration the reader wili probably ar- 
rive at the conclusion that such a ma- 
chine as that shown'/'propelled In the 
manner indicated, will be granted the 
right of way on any body of frozen 
water in the country. .

Thoroach Conne of Training I* Kece*-., 
«ary Before Tnoy Are Made a F«rt 
of the (Jae»n'» yiffktlne Force. 


One of the most 
interesting 
fea- 


tures of English army life that are 
presented to the layman in India is 
furnished by the rentarkable efficiency 
of the elephant brigade, most highly 
developed through 
the skill of 
the 


Burmese in" handling the giant ani- 
mals. Their usefulness in India can 
be scarcely imagined by one not fa- 
miliar with.the amount and variety 
of work which they accomplish, but it 
would be a serious 
mistake 
to 


imagine that this degree of use- 
fulness is attained through any apti- 
tude of the 
unwieldly animals 
or 


natural tendency toward it. It is due 
solely and entirely to the wonderful 
ability of the natives in training the 


I huge animals and overcoming their 
i natural inclinations. 
This cannot be 


too highly praised. Neither must 
it 


be imagined that the use of elephants 
in army life is.not"attended by great 
disadvantages, not the least of which 
la the uifliculty with which they are 
transported. 
Naturally the elephant 


is not an Intelligent animal. He can 
bo taught remarkable things, in. which 
his strength and endurance play an 
important part. He can never, how- 
ever, perform these feats without con- 
tinual attendance and direction. Ab- 
stractly, his power of work Is unap- 
pruHahie: when directed by intelli- 
gent hands, however, It is remarkable. 
The transportation 
facilities which 


are provided for the sole use of the 
elephant are quite as remarkable. I 
witnessed recently the loading and 
detraining of a lot ot elephants on the 
Madras railway. 
Both were remark- 


able processes. In loading, a rope la 
fastened to his foreleg and a lot of 
natives haul and pull at it to Induce 
the animal to take the first step* Into 
the car. This la only nccompllghad, 
however, by admonishing him In in* 


by r=*ana c: «, tusk. Tuo flrtt

Often these cars are rendered 


useless by the twisting of the bars due 
to the application of the occupant's re- 
markable strength, sin transporting 
the elephant by sea the difficulties are 
almost as great. They are raised by 
means of n. canvas sling from 
the 


wharf to the ship, struggling; to escape 
and rending the air with their cries. 
Once aboard ship they are easily man- 
aged, the motion not affecting them, 
because they do not see the moving 
panorama 
before 
there. 
Unloading 


them is easy. They are lowered to a 
raft beside the ship and allowed to 
swim ashore. They take to the water 
easily, and are excellent swimmers, 
being able to swim eight or ten miles 
at a stretch without tiring. The siza 
of the Indian elephant is usually about 
8 feet-in l^ght and JO feet In length. 
The male Is a little larger,, perhaps 11 
feet, and weighing about 5,000 pounds.

These phonograph clocks are being 
mad* ia Switzerland, and are the very 
latest thing 'E the 'iae of timepieces. 
When a button is pressed they pro- 
nounce the hour distinctly, thus sav- 
in* the owner the trouble of looking 
for himself to bee where the hands 
point. The new invention has been 
utilized to awaken a sleeper in alto- 
gether a more natural manner than by 
the old system. A clock set to awaken 
its owner at six, calls out to the slnm- 
berer: "It is six o'clock ,get 
up!" 


Some clocks, evidently intended for the 
use, of obstinate sleepers, add: "Now 
don't go to sleep again'" The form of 
•warning can be chosen by the buyer, 
and may be more or less emphatic. 
The application of the phonographic 
principle to watches and clocks is the 
work of a French watchmaker settled 
at Geneva. He introduced into the 
timepieces little slabs of vulcanized 
rubber, on which the desired words are 
traced in grooies corresponding to the 
hours and fraction of hours.

As civilization advances and our

The success of his ef- 
forts means that power from such 
sources as Niagara will become avail- 
able in any part of the world, regard- 
less of distance—Electrical Review.
